Four Connecticut Public Schools Named 2022 National Blue Ribbon Schools 

Governor Ned Lamont and Connecticut Education Commissioner Charlene Russell-
Tucker congratulated four public schools in Connecticut on being named by the U.S. 
Department of Education as 2022 National Blue Ribbon Schools. This award is given 
annually to select schools across the nation for demonstrating overall high 
achievement or success in closing achievement gaps. See Press Release.  

The four schools are: 

• Booth Hill School in Trumbull 

• E.O. Smith High School in Regional School District 19 (Ashford, Columbia, 
Coventry Eastford, Mansfield, Willington, and Windham); 

• Great Plain School in Danbury 

• Whiting Lane School in West Hartford 

The CSDE  uses data from the Next Generation Accountability System to nominate schools for the National Blue 

Ribbon School award. Given the recent pause in accountability determinations, current recipients were nominated 

based on 2018-19 accountability results. Nominated schools must complete an application process and be approved 

by the U.S. Department of Education. All selected schools in Connecticut were designated as Schools of Distinction. 

National Blue Ribbon Schools are identified in two categories: exemplary high performing and exemplary 

achievement gap closing.

Connecticut for successfully improving 

Free Application for Federal Student Aid 

(FAFSA) completion rates through the 

CSDE’s second annual FAFSA Challenge. 

They also announced the continuation of 

the FAFSA Challenge during the 2022-23 

school year.  

During the 2021-22 school year, 40 high 

schools across 19 districts participated in 

the FAFSA Challenge. On average, 

participating schools increased FAFSA 

completion rates by more than 8 

percentage points, from 41.9% in 2020-21 

to 50.1% in 2021-22. During that same time, statewide 

FAFSA rates rose slightly from 54.9% to 56.4%. In total, 

38 of the 40 challenge high schools saw year-over-year 

increases, and 30 of the 40 challenge high schools met or 

exceeded the five-point growth goal. See statewide 

FAFSA report for detailed information.
